BOSTON, Feb. 8.—A terrific storm Is 


sweeping the North Atlantic coast today 
with hurricane force. 


The wind is creating immense damage 


The coast towns and cities are cut off 
from all telegraphic communication. 


The awful force of the storm makes It 


seem that no vessel so unfortunate as to 
be outeide a harbor could live. 


At Marblehead and Gloucester the ocean 


billows are running mountain high, and 
the Maine coast reports a storm of une- 
qualed violence. 


The weather bureau has ordered the 


hurricane signal displayed. This is the 
first display of that signal ever made in 
this section. 


The storm promises to increase in vio- 


lence tonight, and most disastrous results 
may be expected. 


UHL IS 
ACCEPTABLE.

CHURCH ^DEDICATION. 


An Important Event at Adams 


Yesterday Afternoon and 


Evening. 


THE BAPTIST SOCIETY'S NEW EDIFICE. 


The Dedicatory Exercises. Good Music, a 


Good Sermon and Many Congratu- 


latory Expressions from Cler- 


gy and Laymen. 


At 2.50 o'clock Wednesday afternoon 


began the exercises in dedication of the 
Baptist society's handsome new edifice at 
Adams.' There were over 300 people pres- 
ent and all enjoyed the program, which 
began with an organ selection by Profes- 
sor Way. The hymn "Coronation," was 
sure by the audience, after which H. E. 
Brady of Dalton invoked the divine bless- 
ing. Rev. O. T. Rose of Dalton read from 
scripture and prayer was offered by Rev. 
George Colesworthy of Tyringham. Miss 
Lucy Richmond led in the singing of the 
anthem, "Lord We Pray Thee," by the 
choir. 


Owing to the illness of R. H. Simmons, 


treasurer of the society, David L. Follett 
read the totals of the financial statement 
as follows: Subscriptions made, $15,781.61i 
subscriptions received, $14,217.17; money 
borrowed, ifS.SOO; unpaid bills, $5,057.01; 
cash on hand, $391.42. 


Deacon Daniel Upton, chairman of the 


building committee, read the committee's 
report, which he supplemented by a few 
remarks. He said in part: "I rejoice to 
recognize the goodness and mercy of God. 
He has been with me in my hopes and de- 
sires to see a new church here. I rejoice 
to see his work. Man can accomplish 
God's work, but of himself he can do 
nothing." Mr. Upton then gave a short 
synopsis of the building committee's 
work. He said that an agreement had 
been made before the work was started 
that on no consideration would they al- 
low the cost to reach more than $24,300— 
and it had not. By a unanimous vote 
ot the church $350 was expended for an 
alteration in the chapel. There were 
sundry expenditures to the amount of 
$5,125, and the clock had been the course 
of another disbursement of $225. In all, 
the expense was less than $31,000. There 
was no serious injury to anybody during 
the work. He then presented the keys 
to 
Rev. Mr. 
Foakett, saying: 
"I 


hand you the keys and surrender to you 
the church. May it ever after be not our 
house, but the house of God." 
' 


In response Rev. Mr. Foskett paid a de- 


served tribute to the committee, saying in 
part: "When we entrusted to this com- 
mittee the work of superintending the 
construction of this church, we little 
knew what they would accomplish. We 
felt that we had selected seven men who 
were tried and true and willing to sacri- 
fice for the building. Our trust wan in no 
way misplaced. 
Nobly, faithfully and 


with a eacrificial spirit few know of, you 
have gone forward with the will of the 
church and the will of the Heavenly 
Father. We rejoice in the culmination of 
your efforts. We rejoice in the business- 
like and Christian-like manner in which 
you have performed your duties. I be- 
lieve that through your efforts we 'have a 
better place than we dared hoped for. I 
thank you in behalf of the brothers and 
sisters of the church for the work you 
have done. I trust that this business- 
like and Christian-like manner will re- 
main with you at all future times. Mr. 
Foskett transferred the keys to Deacon B. 
F. Phillips, chairman of the trustees, with 
well chosen words. 


Mr. Phillips spoke briefly, expressing 


his regard and that of his brethern, for 
Rev. Mr. Foskett. 


The came congratulations from visiting 


clergymen, the first being from Rev. W. 
H. Eaton, D.D., of Boston. His remarks 
were complimentary to the new building 
and be spoke of "the spirit of sacrifice 
and the spirit of restlessness which en- 
ables the church to have this beautiful 
place of worship." In closing he said: 
"The gospel is for all, let all have a place 
here. 1 would not stay on tiusplatform 
if this was not to be a home faf'Sll races." 


Ruv. J. D. Pope of Lee offered congrat- 


ulations on the completion of the fine 
church building and paid a tribute to 
the intellect and thought necessary lor 
the accomplishment of such undertaking. 


Rev. H. S. Johnson of Pittsfield said: 


"No one can congratulate the pastor and 
people of this church more than myself. 
The church is commodious, convenient 
and comfortable; the furnishings are 
tasteful, and men and women will flock 
to the building for its own sake. 
It will 


last for years. But it takes more than a 
building, a large membership and an elo- 
quent preacher to accomplish anything. 
The spirit of God must be present." 
He 


was glad to know that the society is to 
begin with a week of prayer. 


Rev. James Grant of Pittsfield told a 


story of a little girl who went to church in 
an entirely new attire, and who was so 
conscious of her appearance thatwbea 
the choir sang "Ha leluja, Halleluja," she 
imagined they were saying to her, "Hard- 
ly knew ye, Lavdly knew ye." He said 
that anyone who saw the old church 
might say today to the Baptist society, 
"Hardly knew ye." He liked the roomin- 
ess and said he liked to see a church larger 
than the audience. 


Rev. F. D. Penney of Norlh Adams sug- 


gested "unity" and "loyalty" as watch- 
words for the society, and said that unless 
they were, something was very liable to 
happen to wreck the happiness. 


George M. Darby of North Adams ex- 


pressed the feelings of his society concern- 
ing the new church. He said: "I congrat- 
ulate you on your improved facilities for 
doing the work of Gud. Never before 
have the opportunities of the church been 
as much as now. You have a most beau- 
tiful church home. I congratulate you on 
your facilities for doing Sunday school 
work. I watched tho progress of the work 
and thought you were building wisely and 
well. It is easy to do good work when 
you have the facilities. I hope you 
will continue your work now that you 
have them* 


Congratulations from local pastors fol- 


lowed. Rev. Dr. Zahner, pastor of St. 
Mark's Episcopal church, spoke first. He 
said: "I am very glad of the opportunity 
to offer the cordial Christian greetings of 
the church I am pastor of. I rejoice that 
you have the facilities for doing a noble 
Christian work in our community. I re- 
joice with you in having aa your leader a j 


brother whom I esteem and who has car- 
ried this great project to completion. I 
felt that Mr. Foskett was very brave to 
start such a project at a time of such busi- 
ness depression, 
which affected 
the 


churches considerably. Clearly, God has 
been in the work. Love of Qod moves 
people to undertake great things in be- 
half of God's causa. I know the difficul- 
ties of a pastor in building churches, as I 
have had the good fortune to raise one 
church and two rectories and 
leave 


this free of debt. A spirit of self-sacrifice 
has sustained the pastor, and all of you 
are of the same spirit. May these in- 
creased facilities for doing God's work in 
this church and community lead on to 
better things." 


Rev. A. B. Fenniman followed, saying: 


I rejoice for more things than I can tell 
you. 
I rejoice to stand on the grave of 


buried prejudice with one foot on the 
grave of Puritanism and one on the grave 
of Roger Williams. 
I bring greetings 


from the Congregationalists and from the 
other side of the river in Adams. I sup- 
pose we can enter an agreement to bury 
many other prejudices. 
Mr. Penniman 


advocated a unity of church and pastor 
and said it would be a digrace to the 
church if Mr. Foskett did not remain with 
it niauy years. It is impossible to carry 
out such a project without drawing the 
minister in more or less. As soon as the 
new church is built and things begin to 
be paid for, people sometimes begin to be 
discontented. 
It comes of the different 


relations of different people to the dollar. 
Very often a blow is struck at the begin- 
ning. I hope the church may be success- 
ful. 
He closed by expressing in a pretty 


way the sentiment that it matters not to 
what religion a man has if he but have 
religion. 


Rev. O. I. Darling^pastor of St. Paul's 


Universalist church, was the nextspeaker, 
and he expressed himself as very pleased 
that the people had undertaken the work 
and sacrificed so much in behalf of such a 
building. He congratulated them on the 
successful completion of their labor and 
hoped they would go on to greater and 
better things. 


Rev. Mr. Foskett read a telegram re- 


ceived from West Winsted, Ct., from Rev. 
Philip Goettel, pastor of Trinity Methodist 
church, in which he expressed his regrets 
at being unable to attend, and subscribed 
$20 to the building fund. 


After the anthem, "In Heavenly Love 


Abiding," by Leonard Blythe of North 
Adams, Rev. Mr.-1 Foskett appealed for 
subscriptions and cards were passed, 
which called for donations payable in por- 
tions of 20 per cent.; every six months, 
beginning in April. 
Benediction was 


pronounced by Rev. Dr. Annable of New 
York, a former pastor of the church. 


Supper was served by the ladies of the 


church, and entertainment was provided 
for the visitors until the arrival of the 
hour for the evening exercises, which be- 
gan at 7.30 o'clock. 


These exercises, like those of the morn- 


ing, began with music by Professor Way 
and an anthem by the choir. Rev. Mr. 
Johnson of Pittsfleld offered the invoca- 
tion and after the singing of a hymn there 
was scripture reading by Rev. Mr. Briggs, 
a former pastor, "The Lord is my Shep 
herd" was sung and Rev. Dr, Annable 
offered prayer. 


The sermon of the evening by the Rev- 


Charles H. Spaulding, D.D., of Boston, 
was on the theme: "The Nobility of Saint- 
ship." The text was from- the book of 
Revelations^ 5-8: "Golden vials full of 
precious odors which are the prayers of 
saints." 
There were three principal 


points to the text: First, "Prayer is 
precious to God.and so He preserves it." 
Second, "Prayer is precious to God and so 
He preserves it in the most precious way,'' 
Third, "Prayer is precious to God and so 
it is continually distilling preciousness to 
the divine sense." Mr. Spaulding is an 
earnest, impressive preacher and his elo- 
quent discourse was listened to with much 
interest. He dwelt particularly on the 
qualities and efficiency of prayer. He 
believed that saintly character is as much 
a fact now as it ever was, and said that 
were it not so all religion was a mockery. 


After Dr. Spaulding's sermon the pastor 


and people united in offering up the 
prayer of dedication. An anthem and a 
hymn preceded the offertory, which was 
led up by the Rev. Mr. Foskett with an 
eloquent appeal. 
Another hymn and 


the benediction closed the dedication of 
one of the handsomest monuments to the 
Baptist faith in Massachusetts.

In New York. 


Why Not a Curfew For 


Our New City. 


[From the Berkshire Bohemian's Column in 


Weekly Transcript]. 


"Those evening bells, those evening 


bells, how many a tale their music tells." 
Above the rumbling of the street cars, the 
whirr of tbf Uevalcd trains and the 
Jingling o! urlls on the car horses, now 
fast becoining iliscan.ed servants of the 
past; above fJl the discordant noises of a 
bustling, ever restless city, whose feverish 
heart seems never to know quiet even at 
evening time of the ooe day of supposed 
rest, there comes the sweetly suggestive 
sound of the bells telling their tales from 
tbe stately church towers. 


Itromlirny and Berkshire Bells. 


The sound of a bell whether it be a 


church bell, a door bell, or a dinner bell is 
a sort of a home sound. Perhaps it is this 
that carries's one's thoughts suddenly 
tonight from brilliant Broadway to beau- 
tiful Berkshire. For old Trinity and its 
famous chimes were in my mind when all 
at once the chimes I used to hear up there 
among the hills were longed for as some- 
thing far sweeter in the way of bells than 
can be heard down here in the region of 
brick and stone and mortar. 


As far-famed as are the Trinity chimes 


they are vastly overestimated. The one 
time when they receive the most atten- 
tion is at the Yinging in. of the new year. 
But the midnight crowd on Broadway at 
that time is a jolly jumble of fun-seekers, 
whose chief aim seems to be not so much 
to hear the music of the bells as to make a 
merry ni-rht of it. They have a way pe- 
culiar to New Yorker's of doing it. 
There's no use going into details about it. 
It is a kind of fun that one needs to be 
decidedly "in it" to heartily enjoy; an in- 
describable sort of fun, where good form 
is at a discount and tall hats and dignity 
are quite likely to meet with irreverent 
treatment. 


Why Dot R Cnrfewf 


But the Trinity chimes heard at their 


best do not surpass the chimes we used to 
hear in North Adams, the chimes of St. 
.Francis1 church. Why is it they are not 
heard lately t They are excellent bells 
and could be made a very pleasing feature 
of the city if played at the most fitting 
hour of the day for a suggestive purpose, 
Supposing they were played as a sunset 
curfew, they could be made a beautiful 
benediction for the close of the day. 


The curfew, originated by William the 


Conqueror to be rung at 8 o'clock as a sig- 
nal for extinguishing all lights, could be 
very usefully and appropriately adopted 
to indicate the setting of the sun. It would 
not be a bad idea for busy North Adams 
to have a sweet reminder of needed even- 
ing rest This young city has many orig- 
inal ideas; this might be made another 
distinctive and pleasing one. 


Some Famous Bells. 


Tbe largest bell in the world is the 


"Monarch 
of Moscow," weighing 128 


tons. There is another wonderful mass 
of bell metal known as the "Great Bell of 
Moscow," weighing 440,000 pounds, but it 
was never used as a bell. It was cast in 
1T33, was buried in tdc earth 103 years and 
excavated in 1836. It was broken and was 
placed standing on a foundation for use as 
a chapel. It is nearly twenty feet high, 
over sixty feet in circumference and two 
feet thick. Among other noted bells are 
''Great Tom" of Oxford, seven tons, "Big 
Ben" of Westminster, about fourteen 
tons.the cathedral bell at Cologne,twenty- 
five tons, and bells at Vienna and Eufurt, 
the one at the latter place being regarded 
as one of the finest in the quality of its 
metal. 


Bell metal is made chiefly of a mixture 


of copper and tin, an ordinary proportion 
being about four to one respectively. But 
of course the quality and tone are greatly 
varied by compounding other metals with 
the ordinary mixture. The cost of bells 
varies greatly and the only information 1 
have at hand about it is that "Great 
Peter," a noted bell at York Minster, cast 
in 1S45, weighing ten tons, cost 2,000 
pounds, from which it would seem that a 
good bell at that time was worth about 
fifty cents a pound. 


The Talc of » Berkshire Bell. 


The tales told by the bells are many and 


varied and sweet, but none are sweeter 
than those that can tell of sweet charity 
and her recompense. 
Such a tale has 


been beautifully told for years by a bell in 
North Adams but there may be many ac- 
customed to listen to it who are not famil- 
iar with its story. It is the bell hanging 
in the tower of the Congregational church, 
known to be one of the finest toned bells 
in America, if indeed it has any superior 
in our country. 


A number of years ago there lived in 


North Adams a young fellow known as 
Sam Whitton. A wild, reckless boy and 
so poor as to know the meaning of real 
want and hardship. Dr. E. S. Hawkes, of 
beloved memory, then a prominent phy- 
sician of the town, befriended him as a 
boy and among other gifts of charity one 
day gave the little bare-footed chap a pair 
of shoes. The good doctor'tried to lead 
him by kindness into a decent life but the 
boy went to the bad. He became one of a 
gang of young toughs who were lodged in 
jail for burglary. Dr. Hawkes by unusu- 
ally strong personal effort with the assist' 
ance of a petition circulated by him suc- 
ceeded in obtaining a pardon for young 
Whitton. 
After a few years Whitton 


went to California; one of the '49ers" who 
caught the gold fever, among others who 
went with him or about the same time 
being J. Q. Robinson, Thomas Holbrook 
and M. C. Jewett. 


Upon returning from California Whit 


ton located in Coleraine, Mass., where he 
bought out a manufacturing business. He 
became a respected man, was successful 
in business and acquired something of a 
fortune. In 1865 when the present Con- 
gregational church was being finished Dr. 
Hawkes called bis attention to the matter 
and Whitton gladly presented the chnrch 
with the bell.ordcring one of tbe finest that 
could be obtained. In addition to the bell, 
he also gave to the church $1000 In cash. 
• Miss Hawked and Mrs. Harrison, now 
residing in tbe old homestead where their 


father so long lived, under the shadow of 
the church for which he did so much, 
have in their possession a magnificent set 
of silver ofVl5 pieces, with gold set in the 
handles of the knives, forks and spoons, a 
present from Mr. Whitton to Dr, Hawkes. 
The gold used was from nuggets obtained 
by the giver in California. 
Accompany- 


ing the valuable present was a letter from 
Mr. Whitton saying it was to pay for that 
pair of shoes In which the doctor had 
tried to turn a boy's feet in the right di- 
rection. 


TTp in the Brlfrjr. 


Last Saturday afternoon I climbed up 


into the belfry to make a closer acquaint- 
ance with our melodious and much 
admired friend. Not being very high up 
in musical affairs I still know that bells 
are pitched or cast, whichever you like, at 
some key. Should say this might be on 
high E, if there is any such thing, but not 
very high either for I recall only two or 
three flights of decidedly dusty stairs 
after leaving the bell ringer's room off the 
church gallery. The bell is as beautiful 
in form as in tone and its color is that of 
the richest bronze. It is perhaps about 
4 1-2 feet high with a diameter at the bot- 
tom of about 5 1-2 feet. 
It is what is 


known as trumpet-mouthed in shape, 
considered the most desirable and beauti- 
ful shape for a bell (the printer will please 
not put an e after this bell) with an ex- 
ceedingly graceful midway curve. 
It 


was manufactured by E. A. & G. H. 
Maneely of Troy. It bears the following 
inscription; presented to the Congrega- 
tional Church, North Adams, Mass., by 
Samuel J. Whitton, A.D. 1865. It thus 
becomes a memorial constantly singing of 
returning peace at the close of war as well 
as of charity and gratitude among men. 


Grace O'Greylock. 


As the bell is now rung we do not by 


any means obtain the full strength or 
grandeur of the familiar voice from the 
belfry, either when it fills the air with its 
mellow wealth of praise on the day of rest 
and peace or when it chants its dread duet 
with the steam whistle telling us of fire 
and threatened harm. Its full power is 
not brought out for the reason that while 
it was intended to be rung by two men 
only one man now pulls tbe rope. And 
while its power is so grand the bell is so 
sensitive and its metal is so* skillfully 
blended that the light tapping of its rim 
with a rubber tipped lead pencil brings 
out whisperings of harmony of exquisite 
beauty. 


If you have not realized what a dis- 


tinguished vocalist we have up there in 
the belfry ask almost any one who has 
noticed bells at home or in loreign climes 
rich in bell lore and see if you do not 
receive the answer tbat a finer bell is not 
remembered. That was Professor Mietz- 
ke's answer to such a question, anyway, 
and he by profession and travel should be 
a good authority. If it was desired to 
name the bell how would Grace o' Grey- 
lock, do?

Some Str«jr Not«« From a Readiboro 


Boy in California. 


From the Weekly Transcript. 


SACBAMENTO, Cal., Jan. 27. 


MR. EDITOR: Fourteen miles from Sac- 


ramento up the American river is situated 
a tract of land called Fair Oaks and Sun- 
set colonies, or known as the San Juan 
grant. It consists of 10,000 acres, mostly 
uneven and rolling, and is covered with 
large white oaks. These trees are of no 
value except for wood of which they make 
about thirty cords to the acre. 


This land a few years ago was not con- 


sidered to be of much value and was used 
only as a ranch for herding cattle and 
sheep. Joining this is a tract of land 
called Orangeville which was cleared only 
a few years ago and now can be seen some 
of the finest orange, almond, peach, figs 
and olive orchards in the state. 


About a year ago the Howard and Wil- 


son Publishing company of Chicago, pub- 
lishers ot Farm, Field and Fireside pur- 
chased in company with real estate deal- 
ers in Sacramento this 10,000 acre tract at 
a cost not exceeding {25 an acre, so I un- 
derstand, and had it surveyed into town 
and city lots. They advertised it to beat 
the band, and are now running an excur- 
sion every two weeks from Chicago. 


Over 2000 acres of this land have al- 


ready been sold and none of it for less 
tban $100 an acre, and some of it as high 
as $350. This land all has to be irrigated 
and the water for the purpose will be 
brought in a pipe from the river at a point 
30 miles away. An electric road is to be 
built from Sacramento which is promised 
to be running the first of next June. At 
present there is one hotel, two stores| 
about a dozen houses and as many more 
shanties, roughly put up until better 
booses can be built. 


I think some have purchased land here 


as a matter of speculation, while others 
intend to make this their future home 
A number have contracted to have their 
hinds cleared, plowed and fruit trees set 
out, and they expect to return in about 
four years and find in place of these huge 
oaks fine orange orchard!). 


Adjoining this loud on the west is the 


Haggins ranch, a tract of 44,000 acres. 
This is the largest ranch in the United 
States where fast horses are raised. Their 
sales averaged f 1,000 a piece. The South- 
ern Pacific railroad crosses the ranch, and 
I have seen cars set off for shipping away 
horses that were far superior to some of 
our eastern passenger cars. The settlers 
nearby are thronging here every day to 
secure work. They all seem anxious to 
get a slice out of the new comers, even 
the mosqnitos are not slow in present- 
ing their bills, and they don't seem in- 
clined to discount either on account of 
hard times. 


Well boys, if you want logo to a place 


where yon don't have to wade in the snow 
up to your collar and thaw icicles off 
your whiskers this is a good place to 
come. But don't forget to put a little roll 
of bills in your inside pocket, for in case 
yon are not fortunate enough to find a job 
theywould prove to be of great benefit. 
The climate is perfect, but you cannot live 
on that alone. 
It is not substantial 


enough to work on. Mechanics get good 
pay, but the common laborer stands a 
poor show, as there seems to be an over- 
production here now. There is plenty oi 
game—wild geese and ducks by the mil- 
lion, quail and jack rabbits and occasion- 
ally a coyote. 


The Southern Pacific railroad company 


own and control every steamboat and 
railroad line in the state and their rates 
are high. The lumber for building pur- 
poses is mostly red wood and.Oregon pine. 
The cost of building houses is less than in 
the east a* they do not have to be built so 
warm and close to keep out the winter 
blaito—very fortunate, for your humble 
servant is right in it on such houses.

BOSTON, Feb. 6. — Much mystery still 


surrounds the Sophia Grant murder case, 
and with new evidence claimed to have 
been secured yesterday, the police are 
more confident than ever before that Mrs. 
Ida Quintan, the murdered woman's sis- 
tor, did the tieod In tho heat of a quarrel. 
It is now freely stated that the charge 
against Mrs. Quiiilau wilt ba changed to 
manslaughter when the hearing is held. 


Dr. Wood hns reported to the police de- 


partment in substance that he has found | 
blood upon the dress worn by Mrs. Quin- 
)an on tbe night of the murder of Mrs. 
Sophia Grant in Charlestown. 


The medical expert of Harvard, univer- 


sity has gone further in hits findings. Ho 
has given the police to understand that 
the blood was not in blotches on the gar- 
ment, as it would havo been if it had been 
acquired from simply leaning over the 
body to make an examination after an as- 
sault by some other party, but that both 
aides of the dress were spattered all over 
wtth tho crimson life fluid, as would prob- 
ably result if the blows were struck in tbe 
presence of the one clothed In it. 


Whoever murdered Mrs. Grant dealt 


many savugo strokes with some instru- 
ment, and those strokes must necessarily 
have se»t the blood of tbe victim flying in 
all directions. The result, so any physi- 
cian would testify, would be the spatter- 
Ing of minute particles in the immediate 
Tlcinlty. 


Mrs. Qninlan might explain streaks or 


large spots of blood if found on her cloth- 
ing by declaring that they came there ac- 
cidentally from contamination by the 
pools about the house, but how will she, 
or her counsel, undertake to account for 
the spatterlugs? 


Dr. Wood's preliminary statement con- 


cerning his investigations, the whole re- 
port of course not having been furnished 
to the police department as yet, has made 
a profound sensation. It has made every 
one connected with the case officially be- 
live that they are at least ou the right 
track.

MORGAN WAS ON DECK 


Will Probably Secure the Greater 


Portion of the Bond Loan. 


Bids, Went .Far Over the 


$600,000,000 Hark. 


Success of tho Issue Exceeds Evan the Great- 


est Anticipation!. 


WASHINGTOX, Feb. 0.—Tho whole city 


Is surprised at the etartllng and instan- 
taneous success of the government's call 
for a loan. Only $100,000.000 was nskcd 
for, but when the bids were opened there 
was over $eOJ,OpO.,033 o( capital 
repre- 


sented. 


16 will take many hours of hard work to 


straighten Out the tnugle as to the bids re- 
ceived and the exact price offered. 
In 


Bplte of the care exercised by the commit- 
tee which opened tho bids, many unavoid- 
able errors were made in announcing the 
bids. 


The great feature of tho bond bidding 


wns the offer of J. P. Morgan's syndicate, 
which, as now composed, Includes only 
his own banking house, the Deutsche 
bank of Berlin und Harvey- Fisk & Sous 
of New York. 
They proposed to take the 


entire issue at $110.0377. 


Only one other bid of anything like 


equal amount was received. Mr. Morgan, 
after figuring on the bids received, said 
that he estimated that he would \>a 
awarded on his bid about CO p?r cent of 
tho $11X1, QUD,000. He reached this conclu- 
sion simply from bearing the various bias 
read, as he did not think that mare than 
$40,000,000 ill bids above that figure had 
been made. 


Scarcely more than one-third of the 


actual bids received are included in tbi 
imperfect, lists published. Several thou- 
sand bids below tho obvious limit of ac- 
ceptance are omitted. 


The immense offerings astounded ex- 


perts. Tho bids literally swamped tho 
treasury department, which was so taken 
by surprise that at 6 o'clockjusi night, 
although extra clerks hail been hur- 
riedly drafted, the work of tabulating the 
bids was still in progress; and it was im- 
possible to tell with dcBuitcness how 
many bids and for what aggregate had 
been received at figures in advance of r.'lio 
upset price of $110.6877, ac which a syndi- 
cate composed of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
Pliny Fisk & Co. and the Deutsch bank of 
Berlin offered to take the whole loan. 


The bids ranged from par up to a single 


|50 bid at JIM. It is impossible, therefore, 
to say at this time how the awards will be 
made. Treasury officials regard the loan 
as a complete success, both as to the popu- 
lar subscription feature and the prices ob- 
tained. I3ids came from several thousand 
indlvl luals and from hundreds of na- 
tional banks and other banking institu- 
tions. Nearly all the leading New York 
bankers and big insurance companies were 
represented in the list of bidders, but with 
few exceptions they were outmaneuvcred 
by the Morgan syndicate. 


Owing to the confusion caused by the 


magnitude of the offerings and the conse- 
quent delay In classifying and scheduling 
the bids, any authoritative statement of 
the policy that will be pursued cannot be 
made at this time. As the great bulk of 
the offerings were made below the Mor- 
gan figure, it is believed that the syndi- 
cate headed by the great New York I 
banker will be accepted for about (50,- | 
000,000, and possibly more. In any event

$110.8877 will be accepted, as that rats I 
covers the entire loan. It is understood 
that Mr. Morgan will procure a part of 
the gold from abroad, and will not need 
to deplete the treasury to furnish any 
part of the gold called for under his bid. 


Onrllnle Pleased. 


There were a vast number of bids for 


figures fractionally rising tllO, but under 
the Morgan figures and for amounts ag- 
gregating sufficient to take up the entire 
loan. Among them were tbe offers of the 
Stewart and McCall syndicates, including 
the big insurance, banking and trust com- 
panies of New Yprk olty, which stood 
ready to take huge blocks of bonds at 
figures in excess of prices named a week 
ago as high-mark for long loans. Secre- 
tary Carlisle was greatly pleased at the 
success of the bond offerings. He said no 
definite statement could be made as yet 
concerning the awards to successful bid- 
ders, nor how far, if at all, he would ex- 
ercise his option of rejecting any or all 
bids. 


When the department closed Tuesday 


night about 2600 bids had been received, 
and at 7:30 o'clock yesterday morning a 
force of clerks were set to work classify- 
ing and scheduling them. The bulk of 
the work was then thought to be over, at 
least except for a few bids for large 
amounts, but the morning mails brought 
in at least 2000 more bids, which had the 
effect of greatly disarranging the plans.

Then came an announcement that 
the total was the stupendous figure of 
(681,869,950, which was subsequently re- 
duced by throwing out three bogus bids of 
(100,000,000, (13,000,000 and (8,000,000. 


It would be impossible with any ordinary 


telegraphic or typographical facilities to 
five a complete list of bids, and save as a 
matter of history, no importance attaches 


now to any bids below (110.6877. From 
tiu' list of bidders at and above that figure 
the successful bidders undoubtedly will 
come. 


The bids were for $100,000,003 30-year 4 


per cent United States bonds under the 
conditions prescribed in the circular issued 
Jan. 8 Insc by Secretary Carlisle. The 
principal condition is Ihut tern bonds must 
bo paid for in gold. For the convenience 
o£ tho purchasers, the bonds may bo paid 
for in installments, as follows: Twenty 
per cent at tho time of the notice of ac- 
ceptance and 10 per cent at the end of 
each 13 days thereafter. The present issue 
of bonds is the fourth sincb Feb. 1,1394, 
all of them having been made ostensibly 
to maintain the treasury gold reserve. 


Word comes from Now York that even 


the "oldest inhabitants" of Wall street ex- 
press astonishment over this large total, 
and the great disparity in prices between 
tho average for tho now loan and the 
figures recorded in the previous one. The 
general opinion is that European ftWn- 
clers cauuot fall to be profoundly im- 
pressed by the result of the popular loan 
experiment.

Mysteriously Disappeared and Subse- 


quently Killed and Beheaded. 


Young 
Dental 
Student Is 


Charged With Crime. 


Believed to Have Had an Accomplice In the 


Awful Deed. 


CINCINNATI, Feb. 6.—A special from 


Green Castle, Ind., says the family of A. 
S. Brynn, a leading farmer, living less 
than two miles from this city, have iden- 
tified the clothing brought here by detec- 
tives from Cincinnati and Newport, Ky., 
as that of their daughter, Pearl Bryan. 


They furnished other information and 


circumstances which leave no doubt In 
the minds of the officers who Iiavo been 
here since Tuesday that the body of tho 
woman murdered and beheaded near Fort 
Thomas, opposite Cincinnati, last Friday 
night, is their daughter Pearl', aged 23 
years, who left, home Jan. 28, ostensibly 
to visit a friend, Miss Jane Fisher, ou 
Central avenue, Indianapolis. 


They have made every possible inquiry 


and find that she did not visit Miss Fisher 
in Indianapolis, but that she was taken 
to Cincinnati by Scott Jackson. She took 
with her a switch of hair which was 
brought here by the officers and identified. 
The shoes that were brought by the offi- 
cers here were bought of Louis & Hays by 
Pearl Bryan. Nov. 28, 1895, and mark's 
were identified by tho dealers. As soon as 
tho officers 
interviewed Mr. and Mrs. 


Bryan and other members of their family 
they sent word to Cincinnati to have Scott 
Jackson arrested. Tho mother of Scott 
Jackson lives here, and tho families were 
Intimate and 
highly respected. 
Tho 


Bryan family also gave Information that 
led the officers to order the arrest of Will- 
iam Wood, the son of Rev. 1). II. Wood, 
at South Bend, Ind. 


An Important Capture, 


Last night Colonel Dletsche, chief of po- 


lice of Cincinnati, received tho following 
telegram from Green Castle, Ind.: 


"Arrest and charge with murder of 


Pearl Bryan one Scott Jackson, student 
at dental college, about 124 years old, 5ft. 
Tin. or Sin. high, weighs about 135 pounds, 
blonde, sandy mustache, light complexion, 
effeminate in appearance. Arrest, if in 
Cincinnati, William Wood, friend of 
Jackson, and charged as accomplice, about 
21 years old, 6ft. liin., light blonde hair, 
smooth face, rather slender, weight about 
105. 
We go from here to South Bend after 


Wood, as he left here for that place." 


Accordingly at 10:45 Scott Jackson was 


at the mayor's office under examination 
by the mayor and chief of police. The 
culprit wns perfectly described in the tele- 
gram from the detectives. 


The prisoner, Scott Jackson, wa§ clean 


in appearance and newly dressed. 
His 


naturally ruddy faee flushed perceptibly 
under the elimination, and his light blue 
eyes wandered from iiis questioners in 
spite of a visible effort to bear up and 
look them square in the eyes. His voice 
was reasonably firm, yet It required an 
effort to keep it in form. He did not ex- 
hibit any signs that he felt humiliated by 
his arrest. 


His accounts of his whereabouts last 


Friday were not satisfactory. Ho denied 
guilt, but admitted that lie knew Pearl 
Bryan. He could tell nothing about where 
sho was or where she had been during the 
past few weeks. As to his whereabouts last 
Friday night, his roommate, Mr. Taney, 
was examined first. Hesaid that Jackson 
was at home Friday night. That was all 
he could say, as Jackson could go in and 
out whenever he desired. Jackson said 
Friday night he was at supper at 7 o'clock 
and retired at about 10 o'clock. The rest 
of his story is very vague, though he said 
he was in his room all night. 


The worst point of Jackson's story, the 


weakest part of it, is that about his con- 


duct tin l.-isr Saturday. Ho boarded at 223 
We^t Ninth street, nest to Robinson's 
Opera House. 
On Saturday h« took a 


valise and left it in Bugler's saloon, oppo- 
site his bourJing-house. This valise he. 
carried v.-ith him all over tho city that 
day. The accounting for this valise and 
why he can-ied ic all day and night puc- 
zletl him more than anything else. In 
fact he prevaricated, and afterward ac- 
knowledged rhat lie had lied. The mat- 
tor will be sifted in court. Meanwhile lie 
is committed \\ithout bail. 


It h:is transpired that Scott Jackson 


was seen with Miss Bryan at D<ive 
Wallingford's saloon at the northeast cor- 
ner oE George and Plum streets, this city, 
Friday night, between 7 and 8 o'clock, 
and Jackson borrowed $3 from Walling* 
ford. This man %\ili be a most import- 
ant, if not the must important, witness 
against Jackson. The location of Plum 
and George streets is in tho Tenderloin 
district ot the city.
